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CITY PLANNING IN DANGER 


HE existing unsatisfactory position of municipal 
reconstruction has been presented to the 
general public by a well-informed contributor to the 
Observer of June 15, in an article which emphasises 
the danger that all the well-studied schemes for the 
redevelopment of our war-damaged cities may be con- 
signed to the scrap heap, with the consequent loss of the 
benefits of imaginative and skilful planning. 

The examples given as typical of conditions at the 
present time are Plymouth, Bristol, Hull and Norwich, 
the plans and proposals for which have all been very 
fully dealt with in our columns by means of descriptive 
reviews of the schemes prepared by experts of high 
standing. Of course, it is only reasonable to presume 
that such schemes might demand minor modifications 
in detail in the interests of economy and of the suggested 
order of procedure, but the policy of the Government 
goes far beyond this and is discouraging to those who 
were anticipating a noble future for our major cities. 

Our readers are in the position of being able to judge 
for themselves the merits of most of the plans devised 
with a view to the redevelopment of these important 
centres of activity and will, we are sure, feel it to be 
regrettable if these*are abandoned or whittled down 
owing to the present attitude of the Ministry of Town 
and Country Planning, which can only be interpreted as 
due to pressure from the Treasury to reduce expenditure 
by this department to a minimum. This attitude has, 
moreover, encouraged the various local interests of a 
reactionary type to renew their attacks on the schemes 
and to revert to rebuilding on the existing plans with a 
very limited degree of improvement. 

These interferences are not confined to mere matters 
of detail, but strike at the main principles on which 
the plans are based. For instance, in the case of Bristol, 
the scheme claimed an extension of the urban area_ by 
776 acres in order to provide for “ overspill” to relieve 
congested areas and for a logical distribution of 
open spaces with appropriate by-pass routes. Special 
powers for 243 acres only were granted. The same 
attitude is displayed towards Plymouth, where the 
expansion of the city area was obviously desirable in 
order to give a better distribution of the population 
which would be benefited by the more spacious and 
efficient redevelopment of ‘the central portion. * This 
extension has been so cut down by the Ministry that if 
the plan for the more open centre is retained the popula- 
tion of the city within the revised boundary would 
actually be reduced and outer suburbs would grow up 
beyond the districts under municipal control, an 
unreasonable and undesirable result. It appears as if 
the Ministry are taking this course in order to force 
the city to qualify its fine central plan. 

These are only two examples among many others 
which characterise the action of the Ministry regarding 
municipal proposals based in most cases on well- 


conceived plans for reconstruction. With Mr. Silkin’s 
avowed interest in good town planning it can only be 
imagined that he is allowing his department to succumb 
to outside pressure, which may also account for the 
long delays in dealing with the applications from local 
authorities for Declaratory Orders as: the first step 
towards implementing their Town Planning schemes. 
Such delays are naturally very irritating, and in illustra- 
tion of this it is stated that Norwich Council, after two 
years of futile negotiation, has withdrawn its application, 
a course equivalent to the abandonment of its improve- 
ment scheme. Thus traders, developers and builders 
have been held up to no purpose, and there is no idea 
at the moment as to how much, if any, of the plan will 
materialise. 

This deplorable state of affairs is a sad sequel to the 
enthusiastic and vigorous movement for taking advant- 
age of the extensive damage suffered by our cities by 
remodelling them in accordance with the highest 
standards we could imagine as being economically 
practicable. The value of what has been proposed is in 
large measure unquestionable, with its repercussions 
on every aspect of town life. It is natural that the 
programme of ways and means would present difficulties, 
but these were foreseen and the steps required to meet 
them indicated in general terms, involving a gradual 
progression, dealing with the various features of schemes 
in suitable gradation and the adoption of financial 
measures which would not put too heavy an immediate 
burden on the national resources. Even then it may be 
recognised that some qualifications of the proposals 
might be inevitable, but these should take the form of 
allowing more time for implementation rather than 
mutilating the plans and restricting their scope. 

Local bodies are entitled to receive the help of the 
Government after they have done their work in preparing 
and submitting the plans they regard as an appropriate 
solution of their problems. They have done well in 
this respect, and these plans display, as a rule, such a 
striking advance on existing conditions, that more 
respect should be paid to them, and care taken not to 
destroy their validity by injudicious tinkering. The 
Ministry seems to fail to realise that its function should 
be to encourage rather than to throw cold water on 
local enthusiasm, but its delay in action and its hyper- 
critical attitude towards plans have had the latter effect, 
so that, if continued, its procedure will result in a serious 
set-back in Town Planning throughout this country. 

The movement took so brave an advance a few years 
ago and its future seemed to promise so much, that it 
would be a grievous disappointment if the Ministry in 
charge of this art should turn out to be its worst enemy 
by failure to appreciate the dominating influence that 
fine planning and building have not ‘merely on the 
social and material needs of the people but also on 
their psychical and emotional character.

World Problem. 

How does America compare with Britain 
in the matter of house and flat shortage? 
This questiov was recently put to an archi- 
tect visiting London from New York, and 
these were some of his observations. 

In New York (the home of the “‘ apart- 
ment’’) building is restricted, but they 
are building. Down on East River, on 
sites that a few years ago housed the 
city’s worst slums, many new blocks are 
being built, but the chief activity here is 
concerned with. the building of the 
Stuyvesant Town Development, which in- 
cludes a programme for 8,755 low-rental 
flats. Lucky ‘‘ Stuyvesant ’’ tenants will 
have such things as washing machines, in- 
cinerators, garages and kitchens which in- 
clude all the latest American labour-sav- 
ing devices. (If American kitchen experts 
continue to. invent so many devices 
human beings will very soon become re- 
dundant about the place !) 

In addition, children’s private play- 
grounds will be provided, together with 
clubs, gardens and shops. Adjoining this 
site is the Peter Cooper project of 2,495 
flats.. This site is very close to the UNO 
site, and about 600 flats have been set 
aside for UNO personnel when the build- 
ing is finished. 

These two projects, however, appear to 
be the best of the case, for in the suburbs 
many thousands of partly finished houses 
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are being ieft to deteriorate for the reason- 


that building costs have rocketed to such 
an alarming extent that mortgage firms are 
unwilling to advance money. The builders 
have therefore become very chary about 
investing any more in houses that in all 
probability -won’t sell. Apparently we 
are not alone in having large figures 
quoted to us in connection with houses to 
be built, only for that figure to be re- 
duced! Last year’s figure for housing 
projects in New York was 2,000; this has 
now dropped to 600, and, according to 
our visitor, the situation is rapidly grow- 
ing worse. 
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Rent Control in New York 


One thing, however, definitely stands in 
favour of the New York housing adminis- 
tration, and that is the controlling of 
rentals. This control is New York State 
law, and does much to keep prices within 
reason. However, although the ‘ pre- 
mium ”’ trick so prevalent in London has 
not caught on as such, many tricks are 
invented to obtain accommodation which, 
even by American standards, could hardly 
be called legal. One is to bet the land- 
lord a thousand or so dollars that he hasn’t 
got an apartment to let! 


Sometimes it is an excellent thing to try 
to take nothing for granted and to at- 
tempt to think quite fundamentally about 
these very widespread problems... . 
Just whose fault is it that virtually the 
whole world over people are finding it 
difficult to obtain reasonable living accom- 
modation? Many blame Hitler, lack of 
education in birth control, the lack of 
courage on the part of building financiers 
to take chances, and even the Govern- 
ment. But how about the architects? 
As an architect friend put it : ‘‘ The solu- 
tion rests with us, for although in the 
past architects have been labelled un- 
sociological—strictly professional men 
with the insular ambitions of our class— 
if we are to save the world from chaos 
we must broaden our outlook and powers 
to reach the present-day horizon of: human 
need. We must, in effect, gain more con- 
certed power, power to advise and direct 
development of building, power as archi- 
tect-sociologists to transmute the needs of 
the people into hard facts. Until we gain 
this power, we as a profession will merely 
be at the beck and call of any moneyed 
party. This is the story of the past, and 
the results are all arcund us to-day.” 


Roman London. 

A WAR-TIME LEVELLING of a great por. 
tion of the City of London has recently 
prompted the formation of the ‘‘ Roman 
and Medieval London Excavation Coun- 
cil,”’ and work will soon be commencing on 
two or three sites adjoining London Wall. 
where it is hoped that excavations will 
result in definite evidenee being obtained 
of the date of the original Roman defences 
of the City and of the strengthening 
bastions of the latter part of the occupa- 
tion. J 

Archeology is not every architect’s 
forte, but few of us will be unmoved 
at the possibility of extensive discovery in 
this field; and the programme now being 
drawn up by Mr. W. F. Grimes, Keeper 
of the London Museum and director of ex- 
cavation to the Council, promises well. 
Preparatory work will include exploratory 
trenches on most of the blitzed sites in the 
London square mile; these trenches will be 
sunk to a depth of about 20 feet below 
average street level, but as many of the 
new City buildings will go down to much 
greater depth than this, work must be 
started quickly, unless Roman London is 
to be forcibly unearthed by ruthless bull- 
dozers. 

Many people will ask: ‘‘ What do we 
get from it all? ”’ adding that this is no 
time to rummage about below the earth’s 
surface in an attempt to gain more 
knowledge of the Roman way of life. But 
any past culture is worthy of our study, 


. and any pertaining to London especially 


so. There is at the moment an excavation 
in being near the site of the Saddlers’ 
Hall, in‘ an angle between Cheapside and 
Gutter-lane. The cutting is 50 feet long, 
5 feet wide and 28 feet below street level. 
The bottom of the excavation corresponds 
to about a.p. 50, and the level four feet 
above to approximately a.p 180. In this 
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excavation indications have been found of 
native British huts with timber floors and 
roofs supported by timber posts driyen 
into the ground, Sometimes the floors 
have been of clay, gravel or rough cement. 
Obviously such discoveries as this have 
great importance to us from many points 
of view, and in the next few months we 
hope the ‘‘ Roman and Medizval London 
Excavation Council ’’ will succeed in un- 
earthing for us further indications of how 
the ancients lived. 


Still Standing! 

One of the London landmarks that 
refused to be shifted by Nazi bombing is 
the famous George Inn in Southwark. 
This ancient tavern is so famous in his- 
tory and so delightfully designed that no 
architect should miss an opportunity of 
paying it a visit. The first ‘‘ George” 
was destroyed in the Southwark fire of 
1676, a fire of some magnitude, for in 
addition to several’ inns, some six hundred 
houses were also burnt down; however, 
rebuilding was quickly started, and the 
George, as’ standing to-day, with its ex- 
ternal gallery, can be said to have been 
built not later than 1677. In 1873, the 
freehold was purchased by the Great 
Northern Railway Co.-from Guy’s Hos- 
pital (which adjoins the site on the east), 


and their successors, the London and 
North-Eastern Railway Co., are, we 
believe, the present owners. At the time 


of this purchase there were still three 
wings with galleries; these remained until 
1889, when two of them were demolished 
—but the building, as it stands now, can 
still give us a very fine idea of a 17th- 
century galleried inn. It is a great 
pleasure indeed to turn into this hostelry, 
near the foot of London Bridge, and to 
get just about as far away from the atomic 
era as one is allowed to in the very heart 
of London. 


The New House of Commons. 


THE STEELWORK which Messrs. Redpath 
Brown are erecting for the new House of 
Commons—as will be. seen from the views 
given in these pages—is, fast approaching 
completion. The general building position 
at the beginning of last week was given bv 
Mr. Key in answer to a question by Wing

OBITUARY 


William Matthews Hill. 

We regret to record the sudden death at 
Leatherhead, on June 17, of Mr. William 
Matthews Hill, chairman of Messrs: Higgs 
and Hill, Ltd. 

Mr. Hill was born at Clapham in 1873, 
and was the second son of Joseph Hill, 
who had recently merged his building 
business with that of William Higgs, at 
Vauxhall. He was educated in Clapham 
and in Germany and started work at the 
age of 19 in his father’s joiners’ shop.. In 
1906 he became a director of Higgs and 
Hill, Ltd., which had been incorporated ‘in 
1898. During the War of 1914-18 he put 
great energy into the company’s war work, 
which included the erecting of hospitals. 

Between the wars he personally super- 
vised the erection of many well-known 
London buildings, including Peter Robin- 
son’s, Dickens and Jones’s, Liberty’s, 
Swan and Edgar’s, the Park-lane Hotel, 
Chiltern Court, and a number of City 
business houses and banks. During the 
last war his energy was unabated and, 
besides his regular attendance at his 
London office and contracts, he travelled 
extensively to visit the company’s activi- 
ties in many parts of the country. He was 
happy to see the return of craftsmanship 
in post-war work and to supervise the 
restoration of the damaged portion of 
Buckingham Palace and the erection of 
the King George V Memorial. It was also 
a great pleasure to him last month to lay 
the foundation-stone of his company’s new 
office building, which will replace the one 
he saw destroyed by the enemy in 1940. 

Although a joiner at heart, he was 
keenly interested in the quarrying opera- 
tions of the South Western Stone Co., 
Ltd., at Portland. He was a director of 
this and several other companies connected 
with building. He was a member of the 
Institution of Structural Engineers and a 
Fellow of the Institute of Builders. He 
served on the Council of the L.M.B.A. 
from 1935 to 1939. 

He helped many charities, not only 
financially but in many other practical 
ways. One charity had his special care 
and affection—this was the Metropolitan 
Convalescent Institution, of which he was 
for many years a Governor. 

Mr. Hill was well knéwn and greatly 
respected ‘in the many branches of the 
building industry, and his death will be 
deeply regretted by a wide circle of friends.

ing store of wind- and water-mills will wish 
to support that section of the Society for 
the Protection of Ancient Buildings which 
makes their preservation and continued use 
its special cage.

aired under the direction of the Windmill 

Yet it must regretfully be re- 
corded that from 1929-1939 windmills went 
out of use at the rate of. about twelve a 
year. To encourage millers, certificates 
have been awarded to those who have shown 
zeal in the maintenance of their windmills, 
and an illustration on this page is of 
Cranbrook Mill, Kent, whose owner, Mr. 
John Russell, received the first of the 18

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CANTERBURY 
CATHEDRAL 
WORK OF REPAIR 


THE 20th annual Report of the 

Friends of Canterbury Cathe- 
dral, now issued from Christ 
Church Gateway, Canterbury (price 
2s.), states that work has been pro- 
ceeding on the replacement of the 
ancient stained glass. This work 
has been under the care of Mr. 
Samuel Caldwell, whose family has 
looked after the Cathedral glass for 
three generations. The glass had 
been removed to a place of safety 
during the war, and a photograph 
on this page shows Mr. Caldwell, 
now 84 years of age, and his assis- 
tant, Mr..George Easton, at work 
on the replacement. 

Writing in the Report, Mr. 
Gerald’ Knight, the cathedral 
organist, points out that the full 
organ, which was damaged by blast 
during the war, has never been 
heard by the present choristers and 
singing boys. After recalling that 
the last time the organ was used 
for a full service was on January 2, 
1940, Mr. Knight says that a tem- 
porary console provided from the 
funds of the Friends enabled almost 
half of the organ to be used for the 
Easter services this year. 

He reports that hundreds of new 
pipes and pieces of mechanism are 
now being made to replace those 
which were destroyed by bombs 
while they were under repair at a 
London factory, and that there is 
reason to believe that a new console 
will be completed by next Christ- 
mas. This will be placed on the 
Quire Screen instead of in the South 
Quire Aisle, where the temporary 
console is at present, and from the 
new position it will be possible for 
the player to hear the organ more 
easily. The problem of synchronis- 
ing the singing of the choir with

the accompaniment should also be 
much simpler. 

** When the organ is completed,” 
he writes, ‘‘ Canterbury Cathedral 
will have an instrument of which to 
be proud; it will possess practically 
all .the pipe work designed and 
voiced by Father Willis in 1886, 
with . suitable additions recom- 
mended by Sir Walter G. Alcock.” 

Other work undertaken by the 
Friends during the year has been 
the care of tombs and monuments 
under the direction of Professor 
E. W. Tristram, and vaulting of the 
Warriors’ Chapel. The Friends have 
also undertaken to contribute £1,000 
a year for the installation of a 
scheme of subdued and concealed 
lighting in the crypt. 

Work on the pinnacles and para- 
pets of the central tower has been 
completed, and all that remains is 
the placing in position of a final 
stone. A ceremony for this purpose 
took place last, Sunday, June 22, 
during the. festival week, when, 
after Evensong, the cathedral choir 
ascended to the top of the tower for

THE SITE OF THIS BREWERY AT Park 
Royal, for Messrs, Arthur Guinness, 
Son and Co., Ltd., was chosen after a 
very careful consideration of the many 
factors involved in construction, opera- 
tion and distribution.. The brewery is 
linked up with the Great Western Rail- 
way and the Grand Union Canal. The 
total area of the land within the 
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boundaries is approximately 80 acres, 
the main brewery buildings being sited 
on an area of approximately 35 acres 
in the eastern half of the site. The 
land to the west and north is occupied 
by staff houses and playing fields. The 
main buildings, consisting of five large 
monolithic blocks, are sited on a. line 
running almost due: north and. south,

the actual process of brewing starting 
at the south end in the malt store and 
finishing in the racking vathouse. 
Buitpines.—The five main brewery 
buildings are supported on reinforced 
concrete piles 14 in. square and between 
35 and 45 ft. in length.. Owing to the 
nature of the ground, heavy’ piling was 
necessary, over 1,500 piles being used 
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on the malt store alone. The piles were 
constructed on the site and driven after 
10 days. All the plant and machinery 
is supported on braced steel framing. 
A secondary steel framing which is 
anchored to the main frame supports 
the brickwork forming the walls. In 
the case of the administrative building, 
the loads are all carried on concrete and 
steel grillages. 


For convenience and accessibility all 
the buildings are inter-connected by 
bridges which also carry the conveyors 
for transport of brewing materials and 
the mains for pumping of beer, electric 
cables, water mains and other services. 


ARCHITECTURE.—The whole of the 
construction work w4as carried out 
under the supervision of Sir Alexander 
Gibb and Partners, the consulting 
engineers. Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, 
O.M., R.A., P-P.R.LB.A., was the 
architect, and his treatment of the 
elevations has given the main facades 
an appearance of quiet dignity. The 
average height of the malt store, 
brewhouse and storehouse is 100 ft., 
and this height has been emphasised by 
the architectural treatment, and 
although the ground falls at a fair gradi- 
ent from south to north, the tops of 
these three buildings have been kept 
on the same plane. 

The facing bricks are 23-in. Welling- 
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Hall to Administration Offices (panelled in Sapele). 


ton facings coursing four to the foot, 
the joints being § in. flush. A deep 
reconstructed stone fluted band sur- 
rounds each block at approximately 
first-floor level. Brickwork below this 
band is in facings which are of a rather 
darker colour than the brickwork 
above. The brickwork has a particu- 
larly warm and sunny appearance which 
is partly due to the yellow ochre shade 
of the mortar and the wide joints. 
Doors and frames, both outside and 
inside, are-either in teak or metal and 
with the exception of the north light 
roofing over the brewhouse which is of 
timber, the buildings are of fireproof 
construction throughout. The internal 
walls of the storehouse, central offices 
and cloakroom are all finished with

variety of, colours. 

fart Store.—The malt store build- 
ing is interesting in that the 230 rein- 
forced concrete storage silos, which are 
about 12 ft. in diameter and 65 ft. in 
depth, were constructed on the moving 
form principle in which the concrete is 
continuously poured. In this particular 
case, the silos were built in 14 days at 
an average rate of 5 ft. per day. On 
the south side of the malt store is 
located the machinery house containing 
the grain separating and_ cleaning 
machinery, while on the west front, 
large hop stores have been arranged. 


in 


BrewnHouse, — The architectural 
treatment of the brewhouse is similar to 
that of the malt store. Owing to the 
high temperatures at which several 
of the processes take place, the ‘roof 
was constructed of timbered north 
lights for ventilation. The offices in 
front are air-conditioned. 

FrerMentinG Hovuss.—As the bulk of 
the cooling of the wort takes place in 
this building the temperature is usually 
constant both summer and winter and 
special arrangements were necessary 
for the removal of the CO, produced 
during fermentation. This is collected 
by a system of ductwork and discharged 
by fans outside the building. 

ADMINISTRATION Biocx.—In the ad- 
ministration block are situated the 
dining-rooms, kitchens and. recreation 
rooms. Air conditioning is also used 
here for the larger rooms. 

Srorace Vatsouse. — An unusual 
feature of this building is the absence 
of windows due to the need for main- 
taining a constant temperature inside 
the building, which is insulated 
throughout with Moler blocks. 

Rackine Varsouss.—This building is 
similar to the storage vathouse, but the 
vats are situated at a higher level to 
give a gravity flow to the racking 
machines. . : 

Rackrnc Suep.—The racking shed, 
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| which is situated to the east of the vat- 
house, consists of a_large covered 

| asphalt floor sloping from south to 

north for movement of casks, These 





are off-loaded at the south end, cleaned 
and sterilised, and filled and loaded at 
the north end, thus obviating the 
necessity for conveyors. The roof is 
of the north light type with Robert- 
son ventilators for the removal of 
vapour. 

owER Sratton.—This is centrally 
sited for efficient distribution of power 
and heat to the other buildings and is 
served by a spur from the main sidings 
for the intake of coal. 

REFRIGERATING Macutnery, — The 
large refrigerating engine room is situ- 
pes at the east end of the storehouse. 
The machines (which are of J. and E. 
Hall single-acting high-speed type) have 
a total refrigerating capacity of 
7,000,000 BT.U's per hour. 

GenERAL.—The auxiliary buildings in- 
clude: By-products, cooperage shop, 
engineers’ shop, brewery general stores, 
oil store and gate offices. These build- 
ing follow the same design as the main 
blocks, but have been treated in a more 
simple manner. The concrete reser- 
voirs at the Coronation-road end of the 
main buildings were constructed for 
holding the return water from the re- 
frigerating machine condensers, and the 
condensing turbine in the power 
station, The various buildings contain 
many different types of plant and 

Sn machinery which were supplied by a 
large number of main and sub-contrac- 
tors. 

Soil and storm water drainage are 
oH separate and follow the slope of the 
site to sewers in Twyford Abbey-road. 
Two large staff houses are situated at 
the north-west side of the site with a 
frontage of 280 ft. to- Twyford Abbey- 
road. These houses are connected by 
a single-storey passageway. The de- 
sign is of the Georgian type and is very 
pleasing. There are Wellington facings 
to the walls with Italian tiled roofs. 
A squash court and bowling green are 
fairly adjacent to the staff houses. 

The whole of the west side of the site 
—i.e., west of James’s-way, which is 
the main brewery roadway—is taken up 
by a 10-acre cricket field and a minia- 
ture 9-hole golf course, while football 
fields are to the north, fronting on 
Twyford Abvey-road. Houses for 
brewery employees are situated in 
Moyne-place and Twyford Abbey-road. 

The general contractors were Messrs. 
Holland & Hannen ard Cnbitts, Ltd., 
who built the whole job except for the 
garage, which was erected by Messrs. 
Allnatt (London), Ltd. The founda- 
tions were by Messrs, Peter Lind and 

.» Ltd., and the steelwork was 
erected by Messrs. Redpath Brown and 
Co., Ltd., Dawnays, Ltd, (bridge pipe- 
work) and Sir Wm. Arrol and Co., Ltd. 

Tt may be recalled that Sir Hugh 
Beaver, who was Director-General of 
the Ministry of Works during the war, 
was appointed Managing Director of 
Guinness’s Brewery in November last 
‘ year. He was consulting engineer for 

the new brewery at Park Royal when a 
artner in the firm of Sir Alexander 
ibb and Partners.

It has been designed to 
utilise the production : facilities for the 
aluminium bungalow on the completion 
of the existing contract. The Bristol 
(Housing) factories are capable of pro- 
ucing 100 two-storey houses per week. 

ConstRUCTION: The house is designed 
to comply with the full requirements of 
the Ministry of Health, the Ministry of 
Works and the Burt Committee. in 
respect of planning, construction, insula- 
tion, services and amenities. It is to a 
very large extent factory-fabricated and 




































































does not use materials which are criti- 
cally searce. Site erection is reduced 
to a minimum and can be carried out by 
unskilled labour under the supervision 
of a trained foreman. In order to 
conserve being labour, the guiding 
principle in the design has been the use 
of large factory-finished components such 
as walls, floors, partitions, services and 
roofs. The house is built round the 
service unit, which is a _ semi-load- 
bearing structure, and is the first item 
to be placed in position. The service 
unit houses all the plumbing, the water 
tanks, the slow combustion stove, the 
electric and gas meters and the waste 
pipe. The unit is finished in the factory 
as far as structure and internal fitments 
are concerned. The final covering is 
applied on the site in order to avoid 
damage in handling. 

The wall is a composite unit 
consisting of the outer weatherproof 
skin, the insulation, and the inner 





‘floor can be either in timber or 
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finish, Bigs) is Joo theting. The outer 
skin of the panel is exposed ag, te, 
3 in. thick, and is bonded to Bg of 
cellular concrete by means of a bitumen 
bond and metallic anchors. The inner 
lining of factory-applied plaster is 
mechanically applied to the infill in the 
factory. A second bitumen-type bond 
between the plaster and cellular concrete 
prevents any vapour penetration of the 
walls. The wall unit is cast into a light 
metal frame, which gives it accuracy in 
construction and also protects the edges 
during transport. The outer light alloy 
frame also serves as an ag Red 
medium between the panels. inforce- 
ment is placed in the panels in order to 
obtain the necessary strength for hand- 
ling. The internal artitions are 
generally of similar construction, except 
that they have two plaster skins and have 
no vapour barriers incorporated in them.

The internal lining 
is waterproof to prevent damage by 
weather during construction. 


After the ound-floor anels are

DISTRICT HEATING 
MR. J. R. KELL’S PAPER TO THE A.S.B. 


An Architectural Science Board Lecture 
on ‘‘ District Heating ’’ was given by 
Mr. J. R. Kett, A.M.I.Mech.E., 
M.I.H.V.E., M.Inst.F., before. a meeting 
of the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects on Wednesday, June 4. 


After making some brief historical 
references and discussing the development 
of district heating abroad, the speaker 
continued :— 

In comparing the possibilities of district 
heating in this country with experience 
derived from abroad, it is commonly sup- 
posed that ithe difference of climate here 
renders. the case for district heating less 
advantageous, as the amount of heat sup- 
plied for a given area is less than in 
colder ‘counties. It iis tave that the 
number of degree days in this country, 
say in the London region, is of the order 
of 3,500 to 4,000, whilst on the Continent, 
Russia and America, the degree days may 
be 5,000 or 6,000 per annum, or evén more. 
This, however, is not so serious as might 
be thought at first sight, since although 
the maximum demand for heat for a given 
area may be less here than elsewhere, the 
relative annual consumption or load fac- 
tor is in many cases equal to, if not 
better than, abroad. In other words, 
less heat is required longer. This has 
been found to be particularly the case 
with housing, especially if the type of 
heating takes the form of background 


heating, where a fairly constant load- is 
given for seven months of the year. 


The Technique To-day. 
(a) The design falls into two parts :— 
1. The heat-producing section ; 
2. The heat distribution. 

The production of heat may be either 
direct in boiler in a straight-heat station, 
or it may be as a by-product or exhaust- 
steam from electrical generating plant. We 
will refer to the latter more fully later, 
but in either case the design presents no 
unusua! problems 

In the matter of the distribution of heat, 
here again, normal engineering methods 
are followed. But with district heating 
there are some problems which the de- 
signer has to face, on which experience of 
actual working installations in this coun- 
try would be valuable. There is, for in- 
stance, the question of the diversity fac- 
tor which can be allowed as between the 
maximum .demand and the total connected 
load for a given number of buildings. 
There is also the question of economic 
water velocities in the sizing of mains, 
and the optimum thickness of insulation. 
These and other matters would be greatly 
assisted by direct knowledge of results 
obtained in practice. : 

(b) It is necessary to decide on the 
heating medium to be used—whether steam 
or hot water, and if the latter, whether at 


ordinary radiator temperature (het 130 - 


degs. F’. flow) or whether at high pressure 
(say at 300 degs. or 320 degs. F.). Also, 
if water is used, the question arises as to 
whether the distribution is by two-pipe, 
three-pipe, or four-pipe system. In the 
case of the two-pipe system, everything is 
served from the one pair of mains. Ir the 
three-pipe system, the heating is served 
from one flow main, the hot water supply 
through ‘indirect calorifiers by the other 
flow. main with a common return. In the 
four-pipe method, heating is served from 
one pair of mains, and hot water supply is 
served direct without calorifiers from the 
other pair of mains. 

There would not be time in the present 
paper to go into the merits and application 
of each kind of medium and of each kind of 
piping system. It must suffice to say that 
the trend in this country with such new 
schemes as are in progress or in contempla- 
tion is mainly on the basis of hot water as. 
the heat carrier, with generally a three or 
four-pipe system for small housing estates, 
and a two-pipe system for more extensive 
schemes. ‘ 


Laying Mains, 

(c) The method of laying the mains in 
the streets and up to the houses and build- 
ings is next to be decided upon. One 
would imagine that every conceivable type 
of duct and conduit had by now been de- 
signed and used, as is indeed probably the 
case in America, Many of their standard’ 
pre-formed conduits are not, however, as 
yet available in this country, and a de- 
signer of a district heating scheme here has: 
to make his own approach to the prob-

fem. In so doing there is no reason why he 
should not produce a more economical solu- 
tion particularly suiting our conditions. 

The mains of a district heating system 
are, of course, hot, and therefore expand 
and contract with variation of temperature. 
Whereas gas and cold water pipes can be 
buried in the earth without other protec- 
tion, pipes which are hot cannot be so 
buried without risk of serious heat losses in 
evaporating moistures from the earth sur- 
rounding them, and also in such a method 
there would be an unknown risk due to ex- 
pansion and of external rusting of the 
pipes. Methods appear to have been devised 
abroad for encasing the pipes in an insulat- 
ing material with a waterproof layer out- 
side, jointed in lengths jin a special form, 
and so avoiding ducts altogether. It is 
this kind of thing which needs develop- 
ment and experiment in this country, if 
district heating is to go ahead on a large 
scale, since it is found that the cost of 
concrete ducts is one of the most expen- 
sive items in the whole make-up of 
capital charges in these schemes, and 
everything shculd be done to keep these 
costs as low as possible. 

In regard to the running of pipes to and 
from the houses, say on a housing estate, 
again the cost of protecting the pipes is 
found to be a heavy item of expenditure. 
Thus there is some scope for a designer to 
reduce the length of the pipes by, perhaps, 
running his mains along the backs of the 
houses instead of along the footpaths at 
the front and then up the garden path.

(d) Under the heading ‘‘ Technique ”’ 
we might refer to the metering of heat. 

Whilst this is simple with steam as the 
medium, by the use of a condensation 
meter, it is more difficult with hot water, 
and at present much more costly, as a 
cheap hot-water heat meter has yet to be 
produced. As a result, most schemes for 
residential estates are framed on the lines 
of giving continuous heat with some 
general form of control according to 
weather, or some limiting restrictive device 
controlling the amount of heat which can 
be taken by any individual user. At the 
same time, public buildings and other large 
consumers would require to have heat 
meters. 


The Thermal Electric System. 

(e) Before proceeding further, it is neces- 
sary to enlarge a little on the combination 
of district heating with electricity genera- 
tion, commonly called the thermal electric 
system. 

It will be appreciated that any heat 
engine, of which the steam turbine is but 
one example, takes in heat at one tempera- 
ture, converts a portion of the heat into 
work, and rejects the balance at some 
lower temperature. The farther apart the 
upper and lower temperatures, the greater 
the amount of heat which can be converted 
into work. Hence the attempt to raise 
the initial temperatures and pressures to 
as high as prevailing design permits and 
at the same time, at the bottom end, to 
increase the vacuum, so that lower and 
lower condensing water temperatures may 
be used. At present steam temperatures 
have been used up to about 950 deg. F., 
and vacuums giving condenser water tem- 
peratures of as low as about 75 deg. to 
80 deg. F. 

Even so, the proportion of heat ex- 
tracted from steam converted into work, 
after allowing for boiler and other losses, 
achieves a figure no higher than about 
28 to 30 per cent., even in the largest and 
most efficient super power stations. Taking 
all the stations in the country, the figure 
is nearer 20 per cent. 
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If now the low-grade heat at the bottom 
end of the temperature scale, as in the 
steam exhausted from the turbines, is 
used for district heating, the overall effi- 
ciency can be raised to about 75 per cent. 
In the normal straight electrical generating 
station the temperature at which such 
heat is rejected is of the order of 75 deg. 
to 80 deg. F. This is, however, of no use 
for distribution for the heating of build- 
ings, aid it is necessary, therefore, to 
limit the amount of expansion permitted 
in the turbine, and to reject the heat at 
some higher temperature, such as,’ say, 
200 deg. or 250 deg. I. When this is done 
the amount of work extracted by the 
machine is obviously reduced, and to 
maintain the same output bigger machines 
are necessary, and at the same time bigger 
boilers, The overall working efficiency is 
almost independent of the ratio of power 
-to heat extracted, if both are usefully 
employed. 

hus in a combined station the first im- 
portant consideration to ibe settled is at 
what temperature shall the heat bei 
rejected from the turbine plant and 
accepted by the district heating system. 
The higher the temperature the less the 
amount of electric current generated, and 
the greater the amount of waste heat 
available for sale. Also, the higher the 
temperature the smaller the sizes of the 
mains. Complicated considerations are 
involved here, but it might be mentioned 
that in Russia the standard appears to be 
a rejection temperature such that the 
water flowing to the district heating 
system can be kept at 240 deg. F. with a 
return of 160 deg. F. In addition, in the 
Russian examples, for cold-weather opera- 
tion, peak heating is included served 
direct from the boiler plant through heat 
exchangers, to give a maximum flow tem- 
perature of 275 deg. F. When it is remem- 
bered that the extremely cold weather is 
only a portion, of the whole heating season, 
this is an economical a ment, since 
it limits the sacrifice of power to some 
extent by keeping the exhaust steam 
temperature lower than would otherwise 
be the case.

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We mentioned above raising the effi- 
ciency to about 75 per cent. with a com- 
bined station. This may occur theoretic- 
ally, but in practice the heat and power 
loads will not necessarily coincide, and, 
furthermore, during the summer months 
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there will be long periods when there is 
insufficient heat load to absorb the waste 
heat from the plant. Thus, in order to 
keep a station at work, giving a reasonable 
output, at certain times the plant would 
have to run under condensing operation,

but in so doing the overall efficiency would 


be dropped. In a particular example 
which has been taken out in considerable 


detail, the overall working efficiency fora g 


year was found to come out at 69 per cent. 
This is, of course, a vast improvement on 
the 20 to 30 per cent. figure for the normal 
electricity station mentioned previously: 
The presence of the electric grid in this 
country should be an advantage to thermal 
electric generation, since it means that 
each station can find a sink for the surplus 
electric current which it may be 
generating, due to a heavy heating load 
at a time when the local electricity demand 
is low. This facility has not been avail- 
able to the same extent abroad. For this 
reason the provision of heat accumulators 
, to absorb surplus heat at times when there 
is a large electrical demand may be of 
less importance here than it has been 
abroad. 68. i 
__ In view of the desirability of keeping the 
temperature of the heating medium down, 
hot water becomes preferable to steam 
for use with the thermal electric s{gtion, 
since the hot water can be circulated by 
pump, independently of the temperature 
of the steam supplying the heat. Indeed, 
distances of as much as five miles from 
the station can be covered. There are 
other advantages in the use of hot water 
which need not be referred to here., 


Official Publications. . 
Some years ago, the Heating and Venti- 
lating Reconstruction Committee was set 
up by the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research, under the chairman- 
ship of Sir Alfred Egerton. This Com- 
mittee has re on the heating of 
dwellings in the Post-War Building Series 
No. 19. It will be seen from this docu- 
ment that the question of district heating 
was relegated to a sub-committee. The 
sub-committee found that more careful in- 
vestigation was necessary than they them- 
selves could give, and they in turn set up a 
Working Group, for the purpose of work- 
ing out icular examples in extenso. 
The Workin croup, of which I was a 
member, with Mr. A. Stubbs as chairman 
and H. E. Beckett as secretary, continued 
its labours for some years, and eventually 
produced its report back to the sub-com- 
mittee. It found that there was a great 
deal more work involved in following one 
example through to its conclusion than 
had at first been apparent. 
‘ In the meantime, the end of hostilities 
had occurred, and the domestic housing 
problem appeared to be in the forefront. 
As this icular side of district heating 
had not been dealt with by the Pagers. 
Group, at any rate as applied to the kin 
ot housing estates being envisaged, a 
separate committee was set up by the 
f of Fuel and Power and the Min- 
istry of Works jointly, to prepare a mem- 
orandum on district heating as applied to 
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small housing estates. One or two of the 
members of the Working Group who were 
in the ministries, served on the Memoran- 
dum Commitiee, and their report was pro- 
duced in August, 1946. 

In the meantime the sub-committee on 
district heating felt that it was nece 
to issue an interim report, pending the 
completion of the final report on district 
heating, in view of the increasing interest 
in the subject, and they therefore compiled 
the ‘‘ Interim Memorandum on District 
Heating,”’ issued in September, 1946. 

The full report of the Working Group is 
completed, and copies have been made 
accessible to public bodies interested. At 
the Ministry of Fuel conference last 
autumn, when a whole session was-devoted 
to district heating, Mr. Stubbs gave a re- 
view of some of the chief items contained 
iu this report and we will refer to it a 
little more fully in a moment. 

These three documents at present cover 
the official publications on the subject to 
ate. 

In April of last year, the Government 
established an _ inter-departmental sub- 
committee on district heating comprising 
representatives from the Ministries of 
Health, Fuel, Works, Town and Country 
Planning, and of the D.S.I.R. This com- 
mittee is technical, and its Ea ai is to 
report to the Ministry of Health, as the 
loan sanctioning body of schemes sub- 
mitted to that Ministry by local authorities. 

This completes the picture of the pro- 
gress to date, as we understand it, but to 
return to the official publications :— 

(a) - The Memorandum on _ District 
Heating Applied to Small Housing 
Estates. This is a model of brevity, and 
of how reports should be presented. Those 
who have read the memorandum will ap- 

reciate the amount of work there is in it, 

rought down to a small gar ay easily 
read and digested. Briefly, the scheme 
was to examine the cost of district heating 
applied to four schemes of 122, 241 and 
a6 dwellings, the latter being taken out 
with two different types of Ricttibekion. 
The schemes were all priced at 1937 prices, 
but schemes 2 and 4 were-also taken out at 
1946 prices. In all cases the heating is 
by straight-heat station burning coal, with 
no electric generating link-up. 

Considering only the 1946 prices, it will 
be found that the capital cost per house- 
hold works out at £180 for Scheme 2, and 
£164 for Scheme 4. The weekly cost 
chargeable to tenants, taking coal at 52s. 
per ton, is shown to work out at 10.34d. 
for Scheme 2, and 8.18d. for Scheme 4. 
With the cost of internal installations in-- 
cluded, this becomes 111.9d. and 9.4d. 
respectively. It must be remembered that 
these prices were 1946, and have again 
risen in the meantime to 1947 prices. The 
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weekly costs corresponding to the above 
are shown, to be Ills. and 10s. 3d. 
respectively. 

Attention is drawn in the memorandum 
to the fact that as the number of houses 
increases’ in a given estate, the weekly 
charges are reduced, owing w certain fixed. 
items such as labour being more or less. 
independent of the number of houses 
served. It is mentioned that for district 
heating estates smailer than about 300: 
houses, costs tend to rise sharply. ; 

One further point to be noted from the 
memorandum is that the basis of heat eup- 
ply per annum has been taken as 575 
useful therms per household, of which 182 
therms is for the hot water supply, and 
393 therms for heating. The latter is 
assuming a 24-hour usage for 37 weeks, 
giving sufficient to maintain the living- 
room continuously at 65 degs. F, during 
average weather, with some heating in the 
hall and bedroom; or alternatively, a 
steady background heat throughout the 
whole of the house, in which case more 
topping-up would be required in the 
living-room say, in the evening, by a 
radiant source such as a solid fuel, gas, or 
electric fire. The importance to the house- 
hold of the much greater freedom from 
damp and condensation with this steady 
supply of warmth is pointed out. 

e above quantities of heat per annum 
have been taken from the district heating 
Working Group’s report, wherein it is 
mentioned that the present average heat 
supply per annum per household is of the 
crder of 330 therms, compared with the 
575 therms above. In other words, the 
amount of heat supplied with the district 
heating scheme is nearly double that of 
existing methods. 

(b) The Interim Memorandum issued by 
the Sub-Oommittee of the Heating and 
Ventilating Reconstruction Committee, is 
& general statement on the possible scope 
of district heating in this country, some 
reference to district heating abroad, and a 
reference to the factors involved in a com- 
bined heat and electric supply system. It 
contains no proposals or datailed working 
out of costs, and has therefore little value 
apart from an indication of the general 
state of investigation up to September, 
1946, in this country. 

(c) The . District , Heating Working. 
Group’s Report to the Sub-Committee, is’ 
at present a confidential document, but, as. 
mentioned above, reference has already 
been made publicly by Mr. Stubbs to this 
report, and it has been distributed in a 
limited way, pending its ultimate publica— 
tion as a Stationery Office document. T 
think I may say, by way of summary, that 
the report gives the working-out of a dis- 
trict heating scheme of considerable 
dimensions, as might apply to a town of*

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HOUSING 
While the site is being cleared, standardised units of steelwork are being prefabricated ready for rapid 
erection on the site. All building operations are thereby expedited and earlier occupation is the result. 
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250,000 inhabitants, covering an -area of 
25 square miles, and including not 7 
housing but industrial areas, public build- 
ings and commercial buildings. : 

The purpose of the scheme was to throw 
up problems involved in combined heating 
and electrical generating systems in this 
country, and the heat production centres 
round an assumed power station of 133 
M.W. The output im therms per hour is 
20,000, and the annual heat load to con- 
sumers is 42 million therms. The cost per 
therm at 1937 prices worked out to 4.62d. 
overall, this being the cost as delivered to 
the consumer. The scheme is based on the 
use of water at temperatures similar to 
those mentioned above as adopted in 
Russian practice. 

The town was assumed to be divided up 
into 25 areas, each of one square mile, 
served by a main distribution system with 
one sub-station in each unit area of a 
square mile. From each sub-station, sub- 
distributing mains are taken through the 
streets to serve the imaginary blocks of 
buildings in a regular pattern, such as 
might occur in a new township. 

Ou the electrical side it was assumed 
that the station would be a grid station, 
and the C.E.B. were concerned that it 
should include condensing plant, so as to 
operate as a normal station, should the 
heat load be insufficient to keep it going 
as a back-pressure station. ‘the costs 
were included for this additional plant, 
and the division of cost as between the 
electrical output and the heat output have 
been treated in a manner which may 
be said not. to favour unduly the district 
heating case. 

A great deal of information is presented 
in the Report, in such a form that it was 
intended to be useful to future designers 
and also useful as a “‘ yard pena 6 
which other schemes might be compared. 
By inserting appropriate factors for a par- 
ticular case, in lieu of the ones selected 
in the Report, for each different part of 
the design, the ultimate answer could be 
determined in advance for any set of 
conditions. 


Discussions with M.O.T.C.P. 

It might be thought that towns of 
250,000 population are few and far be- 
tween, but the Committee had the advan- 
tage of some discussions with a representa- 
tive of the Ministry of Town and Country 
Planning, and certain typical development 
plans were prepared, such as might occur 
in the case of a large. town building 
satellite housing. estates on its out- 
skirts. Maps were prepared of the possible 
typical development which might arise 
after a period of five years and 10 years, 
and it was on the latter basis that the 
basic scheme of the report was prepared. 

In view of the rise of prices which has 
occurred since 1937, the figure of 4.62d. 
cannot. now be regarded as having much 
reality. The costs need to be overhauled 
to 1947 prices; and indications in general 
seem to be that the old figure would need 
to be roughly doubled. It will be seen, 
then, that a price of about 9d. per therm 
is produced, which is not much different 
from the order of the figures given in the 
Memorandum on Small Housing Estates, of 
8.18d. to 10.34d. in 1946. The interestin 
point here is that due to the electrica 
link-up involving one large station serv- 
ing an immense area, a main distribution 
piping network is necessary, which involves 
capital charges equal to about 1.18d. per 
therm in 1937, and, say, 2.36d. in 1947. 
This happens to be roughly the saving 
which is produced by taking waste heat 
as the source of heating, so that the saving 
due to the thermal electric method is eaten 
up by the additional charges in extra mains,

and it means that the small straight heat 
station can, from a financial aspect, give 
about the same results as the much bigger 
and more ambitious generating-cum-heat- 
ing station. The advantage from a 
national point of view in the thermal elec- 
tric method is, however, to be found in the 
saving of coal. In the Working Group 
Report it is shown that the annual coal 
saving for the township in question 
amounts to about 132,000 tons, or a saving 
of about .88 tons per head of population, 
per annum, and the coal used may be of a 
lower grade. This, of course, is a highly 
important consideration, which in these 
days may determine the adoption or 
otherwise of this method of heating. 


Economics of D.H., and the Trend of 
Municipal Projects. 
(a) One of the principal interests at the 
moment is housing, and the. question arises 











as to what the householder can afford for a 
district heating service. 

———— to the Ministry of Labour 
Survey, the average expenditure in 
1957-38 on heat, including cooking and 
lighting, in working-class property, was 
6s. 5d. Of this it is estimated that about 
4s. was spent on space heating and: hot 
water. Due to the rise of price in coal 
since then, this 4s. might now be equiva- 
lent to 7s. or 8s. Under present rations 
of coal and coke the maximum which can 
be spent is about 5s. It is clear that 
unless district heating can be kept lower 
in price than appears to be the present 
trend, it will not show a financial savin 
to the householder, though as siauneaae 
earlier, it can supply nearly double the 
heat for a slight increase on present 
budgets. 

(b) It is important therefore to see how 
costs are made up, to see what the possi- 
bilities are of scaling down. 

_ The simplest method of following this up 
is, perhaps, to take an actual example 
which has been worked out for such a 


.scheme for a housing authority, and the 


author is indebted to Dr. Faber for per- 

mission to refer to figures worked out 

ra with him, for a particular municipal 
y- 


The example concerns an estate of 350 
residences, including some flats. On the 
basis of 575 therms per household, and 
including certain community buildings in 
the estate ‘and losses from mains, the hourly 
maximum demand comes out to 100 therms, 
and the annual consumption to 316,000 
therms. Capital costs total £44,000, or 
£130 per household, and are made up as 
follows :—

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It can be shown in this instance, if coal 
is used instead of oil, the fuel price is 
reduced, but the labour price is increased. 
The total of oil fuel and labour here is 
65 per cent., compared with 57 per cent., 
in the Memorandum on Small Housing 
Estates, using coal. Allowing for mains 
losses, and dividing the above by the 
actual therms sold per annum, the price 
bel therm works out at 9.75d. For a typical 
ouse the annual cost becomes £23 8s., and 
the cost per week Qs. 

It can also be shown that if the scheme 
is slightly increased to give a better scale 
of heating, of approximately 700 therms per 
house, the price goes up to 10s. 4d. per 
week. 

It will be seen that of the above, the 
chief item is fuel. The bare net cost of 
fuel is about 54d. per therm, using oil, 
and with coal, at £3 per ton, the figure 
would be about 44d. per therm, allowing 
for mains losses in both cases. 

Taking 575 therms p.a. again as the 
basis, the annual cost becomes £13.2 and 
£10.8 per annum respectively, which 
is already about as much as many people 
pay a year for coal. 

The larger the scheme, the lower the 
incidence of the other charges per house- 
hold, and it is apparent that if total costs 
must be kept down to the region of, say, 
£15 to £20 per annum, the scheme must 
embrace thousands of houses rather than 
hundreds, or else it must be linked up 
with some substantial industrial or com- 
mercial heating load. 

Alternatively, if a scheme is big enough 
to be made thermal electric, the fuel cost 
figure will be greatly reduced, though with 
some rise in plant costs. Here the matter 
becomes too complicated to follow in 
detail, but it may be of interest to com- 
pare some of the schemes which have been 
worked out to date, and the list at the 
hea:l of the next column covers some which 
have already been published. 

It will be noted that figures are given 
for the price per therm, the number of 
therms per household, the cost per week, 
and 'the number of households. 

Wythenshawe has some industrial load, 
and is thermal electric. Some increase 
must be allowed above 1945 prices. 


Westminster Scheme, 


Pimlico Flats scheme is a special case, 
on account of the’ highly concentrated load 
within striking distance of Battersea, 
where the exhaust steam from one of the 
house sets is being utilised for heating. 
It is not a general case. 

The four straight heat stations come out 
between 6.5d. and 8.7d. per therm in 1946, 
which may mean about 7d. to 9d. to-day, 
but one or two of them restrict the supply 
to between 300 and 400 therms per annum. 
It may be questioned whether this would 
be acceptable, but it is obviously one way 
vf keeping the weekly charge down. 

The last two examples have already 
been referred ‘o. 

It will be seen that the thermal electric 
schemes come out to a lower price than 
the straight heating ones. 

In general terms, the question of the 
application of district heating to present- 
day housing estates appears to resolve 
itself into :— 

(i) Is the average householder prepared 
to pay more for heat than in the past? 
(ii) Is the scheme large enough to 
keep the ‘other costs’’ as low as 
possible ? 
- (iii) Is there a substantial load other 
than housing which can be picked up?

(iv) Are the conditions suitable for 
thermal electric application? 


The answers to these questions appear 
to determine whether or not there is an 
economic case for district heating. 


(c) Apart from the above schemes, deal- 
ing chiefly with housing, there have been 
published one or two others for dealing 
with reconstruction of blitzed city centres 
and serving commercial and public build- 
ings. One such scheme was prepared for 
Coventry, another for Bristol, and another 
for a part of Birmingham. These. schemes 
are interesting technically, but prices re- 
= radical revision to bring them up to 

ate. Figures of the order of 34d. to 4d. 
per therm appear in these schemes, on the 
basis of pre-war prices. 

The above represents most, of the data 
available on schemes either under construc- 
tion or in contemplation, but there ‘are 
known to be others at present in the report 
stage, such’ as the scheme for the City of 
London. 

(d) We have devoted a good deal of time 
to the question of economics, but there is 
another side, namely, the advantages of 
district heating. These are generally 
referred to under the following heads : 
Convenience; reduction of smoke from 
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domestic chimneys, saving in road traffic 
due to delivery of coal in small quantities 
and collection of ashes ; elimination of much 
dirt and labour associated with attending 
to an open fire or small boiler; and saving 
of coal, and use of lower-grade coal. 


To these might be added, so far as 
houses are concerned, the advantage of an 
abundant supply of hot water at all times 
available, and the avoidance of damp, 
chilly rooms, where no means of heating, 
other than open fires, is normally 
arranged. 


Where a district heating system serves 
industrial, commercial and community 
buildings, it is possible to omit. from these 
buildings a multitudinous array of rela- 
tively small boiler plants, with their 
attendant labour and inevitable low effi- 
ciency taken over a period, due to lack 
of control, unintelligent stoking, etc. 


On the other hand, it is arguable that 
some of these advantages are obtainable by 
other means than district heating, such as 
for instance, in the case of housing; some 
of the more modern continuously heard 
solid fuel open fires can be used, saving 
much labour and producing smokeless com- 
bustion. 5 

Similarly in large buildings, oil or gas 
firing of boilers may mean continuous high 
efficiency, and absence of the human 
element, All this is, no doubt, familiar 
ground, and I need not enlarge upon it. 


It appears to me, however, that for hous- 
ing, the convenience of district heating 
cannot be over estimated, especially in 
these days of shortage of domestic help. It 
is its convenience which makes electric 
heating so popular in spite of-its extra cost 
(1d. per unit equals roughly half-a-crown 
per therm}. And so with district heating, 
one may feel confident that once it gets 
oing in this country},and its advantages 
0s Te apparent at first hand, it will 
speedily gain ground as the one civilised 
method of heating. 


But, whereas electric heating means a 
prodigal extravagance of coal, at the rate 
of 43 Ib. per therm, district heating can 
do the job with about 14 Ib. per therm in a 
straight station, or about 8 lb. in a thermal 
electric. 

Alternatively, if one is comparing gas, it 
must be remembered that a therm of gas 
is not the same as a therm of district heat, 


“as the gas has yet to be converted into 


heat, which may mean a loss of 20 per cent. 
or more, whereas the district heat is 100 
per cent. available. Furthermore, gas in- 
volves some form of combustion appliance 
on the premises requiring maintenance. 


Future Possibilities. 

(a) The pattern of events which one 
visualises for district heating development 
is first a start with direct heating stations 
for housing estates at isolated. points, pos- 
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sibly round a larger town forming the 
nucleus, the estates thus becoming satellite 
towns. 

When sufficient load has been developed 
in this way, a thermal electric station 
might be set up in the town, either by con- 
version of an existing electric generating 
plant, or by constructing a new one. i 
station would then:be connected by main 
distribution pipes to the satellite ups, 
and the local heat stations would ion 
come sub-stations of the main distribution, 
It would be essential with such a develop- 
ment to start out with a consistent policy 
in regard to design temperatures, pressure 
drops, pressures, etc. 

The present trend of erecting super 
power stations at points remote from pos- 
sible heat loads would have to be reviewed, 
and there are many considerations here 
which bring the C.E.B. into the picture. It 
may mean the reversion to smaller power 
stations, sited near to the heat loads, the’ 
smaller stations being linked to the grid 
and being run according to the heat load 
rather than the electrical ‘load. 

Anyone who attempts to tamper with the 
electrical generating industry is in for 
serious trouble, and -proposals to go in for 
district heating linked up with power 
generation on any considerable scale in- 
volve considerations of long-term policies 
already laid down for power plant in- 
creases to meet deficiency of \generating 
capacities. The latter has become so im- 
portant recently that one cannot see dis- 
trict heating gaining a foothold in the 
press programme. As the opportunities 
or district heating are pan! oy at the 
— hter than he A eaie ever been, 
owin the vast rebuilding programme 
vical must be ahead preening it would 
appear that now is the moment when plans 
must be laid, to bring it into the picture. 

Has our national heat and fuel economy 
been properly thought out? I suggest that 
it has not, if district heating has not been 
included. 

_(b) Under the heading of future possi- 
bilities, one must presumably mention gas 
turbine stations and atomic energy 
stations. As to the former, with regenera- 
tive heaters, presumably there would not 
be much scope for collecting waste heat, 
or at any rate the hot gas discharge would 
not be easy to harness, say, for heating 
water for district heating. As to atomic 
energy, possibly the steam cycle would still 
be used, and the possibilities of district 
heating are improved. There is, however, 
I gather, a certain minimum size of such 
stations, which might involve spreading 
the heat over greater distances than have 
so far been considered. 

(c) The last possibility which might be 
mentioned is one which has been seriously 
proposed, using gas as the fuel. The 
scheme assumes complete gasification of 
coal at the pit head, thus avoiding haulage 
by rail or sea, and also obviating coal stor- 
age sites at power stations, ash disposal, 
etc. ‘The gas would’ be brought under 
pressure by long mains in a gas grid, from 
the pits to the towns, such as for example, 
London from the Midlands. The gas would 
be burned in boilers for generating electric 
current, The use of smaller stations be- 
comes peers with such a system, since 
it would be possible to site small gas-burn- 
ing generating stations at any convenient 
point where heat loads, capable of usin 
the waste heat, occur. Boiler non-avail- 
ability, one of the bugbears of the 
super power station, would be overcome. 


At the same time, where a generating 
station was not warranted, gas could be 
tapped off and used direct in boilers for 
small district heating stations, 

One is aware, of course, that certain 
coals only are fit for gasification, but the 
scheme has many attractive possibilities. 
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Discussion. 

Mr. S. Pornron Taytor, F.R.1.B.A., 
M.T.P.I., the chairman, said he was sure 
Pi would agree that Mr. Kell’s paper 
had been most illuminating, and contained 
a very large amount of useful information. 
He thought that on the whole Mr. Kel! 
had been extremely judicial in his 
approach to the subject and had not tried 
to proselytise too much for district heating 
on the economic merits of the case. 

Mr. E, L, Leemine (Surveyor to the 
Urmston U.D.C.) said reference was made 
in the paper to pipes running in front of 
or behind the buildings, but he did not 
suppose Mr. Kell had overlooked the fact 
that, in the case of terrace houses and so 
on, it was quite easy to run the pi 
within the ‘houses themselves, either 
through the floor or through the ceiling. 
On his way to London that morning the 
speaker had seen a very nice looking 
scheme of aluminium temporary houses, 
laid out in a series and fairly close 
together, and it had struck him how easy 
it would be to run the supply ‘pipes 
through the shallow roofs of those single 
bungalows, carrying them on from one to 


‘the other through the short space in 


between. 

Mr. Netson Haven said there was one 

roblem facing people who were designing 
district heating systems in this country -at 
the moment which he had not heard dis- 
cussed very much. At the moment. most 
designs seemed to be based upon the 
amount of heat corresponding to the 
amount of fuel which it was thought the 
nation and the tenant of the low cost house 
could afford. He had recently been talking 
to people in the United States, who were 
appalled at the very low standard of heat 
and hot-water service in this country, and 
they thought that the experience which 
they had had might also be found in this 
country—namely, that when tenants found 
they had a reliable service for heating and 
hot-water supply their standards in those 
respects rose steadily. The a in this 
country who enjoyed district heating might 
require a higher and higher standard of 
heat and hot water, and that would in- 
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volve a very difficult problem. It was 
n to consider to what extent pro- 
vision should be made, at any rate so far 
as internal heating arrangements were 
concerned, for the increased standard 
which might prevail in the future. 

Mr. Hartianp THomas said he had been 
interested recently in os a to find ways 
of using waste heat to advantage in indus- 
trial buildings, and he would like to ask 
Mr. Kell whether there was any future for 
collecting odd packets of waste heat in a 
city like London, with industries sprinkled 
amongst the houses, and using them in a 
district heating system, so that losses 
which took place now could be retrieved. 

Dr. Oscar Faser said with reference to 
the usé6f wiiste heat, in 1925 the Bank of 
England had been heated almost entirely 
with waste heat from the generating 
station there. The generating station con- 
sumed oil in Diesel engines and produced 
electricity, at a cost lower than that ,at 
which electricity could be obtained from 
the grid, and all the waste heat from that 
generating station had been obtained free 
of cost to heat a building which cost about 
£5,000,000. As far as its size was con- 
cerned, the Bank of England might well 
be compared to a very considerable estate. 
The water that circulated round the panel 
heating system which was _ installed 
throughout the building, came back to the 
engine-room and pe first through the 
cylinder jackets of the engines, just as the 
water circulation did in a motor-car, and 
picked up all the heat which was given up 
by the engine in its cylinder jacket. The 
water then went into waste heat boilers, 


which were heated from the exhaust. gases © 


of the engines. The thermal efficiency of 
the big public ne stations, as 
given in the Electricity Commissioners’ 
annual reports, was approximately 20 per 
cent.—i.e., if one compared the thermal 
value of the fuel that went into the gene- 
rating station with the heat value of the 
electricity which came out, one found that 
the latter was about 20 per cent. of the 
former and roughly 80 per cent. of the 
thermal value of the fuel was. wasted. By 
the adoption of the system which he had 
described, a thermal efficiency of about 85 
per cent. had been achieved at the Bank 
of England, so there was a very strong 
case to be made for combining electricity 
generation and heating in suitable cases, 
and it was not necessary to have huge 
schemes to make that practicable. 


Mr. Kett, in reply, said he saw no 


" reason why a large scheme should not col- 


lect such waste heat as was available, pro- 
vided that it was of suitably high tempera- 
ture. Waste heat was often of a rather 
low temperature, and it might be difficult 
in that case to make use of it. With 
regard to the proposed Bankside power 
station, he did not know whether the City 
of London schéme included the taking of 
heat from that station, but he had a se 
suspicion that that was what was behin 
it. The case of London needed looking 
into on a very large basis, and the Working 
Group had some imiriai 
investigations in that connection.

OF MANAGEMENT 


3.—Job Analysis: Skill Involved 


(FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT) 


Last WEEK we discussed that part of 
the function of Management which is con- 
cerned with job analysis, particularly the 
What, the How and the Why of each 
operation done by any and every opera- 
tive whether he be chiefly a mental 
worker, e.g., an administrator or a manual 
worker, either a skilled craftsman or 
labourer. We now turn to the second 
part of the job analysis, which deals with 
the skill involved in each operation. This 
part of the job analysis formula brings 
out important information necessary to 
supplement the What, How and Why, and 
to assess the difficulties of the work tasks 
involved in the job. 

It consists of a listing and an explana- 
tion of the basic factors which must be 
considered in analysing any job. These 
elements bring out the manual skills. 
knowledges, abilities and other charac- 
teristics required of a worker by his job, 
regardless of whether that job is manual, 
craft, omens. clerical or any other 
type. It is the purpose of the analyst to 
obtain and record all the information 
necessary to discriminate between jobs 
and to establish the degree of difficulty 
of any job. Specific factors or com- 
ponents which comprise this part of the 
job analysis formula are set forth in this 
article. 

Responsisiniry. — Supervisory respon- 
sibility is that which directs the work of 
others and assists and instructs them in 
the work. The exercise of supervision re- 
quires high efficiency on the supervisor’s 
part so that he may obtain a high utilisa- 
tion of the skills required by the job. 
The degree of his responsibility is 
measured by the numbers of workers and 
the type of work supervised. It is limited 
by the nature and extent of the super: 
vision required and given. 

Non-supervisory responsibility is the 
responsibility for preventing damage to 
equipment, materials or processes, for 
preventing loss of the product, for pre- 
venting injury to the worker and to others 
and for co-operating with fellow workers 
and outsiders. This is measured by the 
extent of possible damage or loss, the 
nature and extent of possible injuries, and 
the nature and extent of co-operation re- 
quired. It is limited by the closeness of 
the supervision received, the relative like- 
lihood of spoliage or damage, and the 
existence of checks and safety devices 
which protect others from the conse- 
quences of the workers’ errors. 

Jos Knowtepce.—The total respon- 


sibility in any business concern 
should, ideally, be shared by all 
workers, from the managing | director 
down to the office boy. Naturally 


they do not share that responsibility in 
equal degree, but at all grades it is neces- 
sary that they should have adequate job 
knowledge for the part which they have 
to play, and should have a clear concep- 
tion of the extent of their personal re- 
sponsibility and the degree to which they 
are expected to rely on their own initia- 
tive. Job knowledge is measured by the 
amount and complexity of practical know: 
ledge which the worker must possess, 
whether this knowledge is gained by 
actual on-the-job experience, prior train- 
ing, or by both. It is limited by the 


nature of instructions received regarding 
work tasks and by the degree of super: 
vision to which it is subjected. The con- 
siderations which a job analyst must take 
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into account in ascertaining how far 
workpeople in the various grades possess 
job knowledge are of the following order : 

Does the job require the reading of blue 
prints ? 

Is the worker required to follow written 
instructions ? 

Does the job 
machine operation, 
running repairs? 

Does the job require mathematics? | If 
so what kind (shop, bookkeeping, 
actuarial, engineering, production, statis- 
tics, and records) ? 

the job require .the use of for- 

mulas? 

What jigs, tools, machines or instru- 
ments are used; what materials are used? 

What must the worker, know about 
these materials ? 

Does the worker inspect or check? 

Must he know details of preceding and 
subsequent processing operations? 

Mentat Appiication. — The analyst 
must assess the degree of continuity of 
thought, concentration, mental planning, 
or mental alertness demanded by the job 
because of the diversity of the work or 
variety of problems. He must ascertain 
the extent to which each worker is re- 
quired to exercise initiative. He must 
know how far the worker is adaptable and 
the degree of versatility required as indi- 
cated by the variety of skills necessary. 
The extent to which the worker is called 
upon to exercise his independent judgment 
should be studied.. The attention and vigi- 
lance that the worker must exercise to 
avoid accident or the failure of ‘the job 
or wastage of materials should be noted. 

All of these facets of mental application 
are measured by the complexity, scope 
and variety of tasks and skills required ; 
the importance of the decisions made; the 
extent of planning necessary; and the fre- 
quency of occurrence of problems and the 
attention necessary for their solution. 
They are limited by the repetitive nature 
of the tasks, the degree of supervisién by 
a higher authority, and the speed of re- 
action necessary to meet changing work- 
ing conditions.

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Dexterity anp Accuracy.—The next 
hase in determining the skill] involved 
is to study the manual or manipulative 
ability required to perform the work to 
the degree of accuracy or precision re- 
quired. Factors to be taken into account 
are the dexterity, quickness, deftness or 
expertness of the worker, the co-ordina- 
tion of sight and other senses with the 
muscles required to perform the tasks of 
the job, and the degree of precision re- 
quired in handling the product or material 
and in the adjustment or manipulation of 
tools and equipment. 

* * * 

We have based this and the preceding 
article on the ‘‘Guide for Amalysing 
Jobs,’’ issued by the War Manpower Com- 
mission of the United States of America 
to a staff which had itself been selected 
and trained for the purpose of selecting. 
personnel to fill all sorts of positions from 
machine tenders, ckagers, transport 
workers and unskilled labourers up to 
general managers and others carrying a 
high degree of: administrative responsi- 
bility. We in this country had our con- 
trol of engagement orders and other de- 
vices for directing labour to those indus- 
tries where it.was needed. It is doubtful 
whether we achieved such satisfactory re- 
sults from our somewhat unimaginative 
bureaucratic methods as were made avail- 
able to American industry as -the result 
of scientific selection. This was not 
because our qualities of planning and 
management are poorer or less developed 
than the American’s. The causes go much 
deeper. There are fundamental differences 
between the trades union set-up in the 
two countries. The greater development 
of mass production in America has greatly 
increased the ratio of semi-skilled to 
highly skilled labour. Machines have been 
developed to do the donkey work hitherto 
performed by unskilled labour. There 
is relatively little difference between the 
remuneration of highly skilled and semi- 
skilled labour; there is a great difference 
between that of semi-skilled and unskilled. 
Therefore, whatever a man’s antecedents 
may have been or, from whatever country 
he may originally have hailed, he is en- 
couraged and almost driven by the stress 
of economic circumstances. to acquire some 
degree of skill, and the obageee unions 
of the semi-skilled trades help him rather 
than hinder him from doing so. And—a 
point of some significance—payment by 
results raises the artisan in the social 
scale and provides him with additional 
amenities in life.

OUTLOOK 





The forty-seventh ordinary general meeting of 
the 'E London Brick Company, Ltd., was held on 
May 30th, at Kingsway Hall, Kingsway, London, 
W.C., Sir P. Malcolm Stewart, Bt., O.B.E., Hon, 
1D. D.L., chairman and one of the managing 
directors, presiding. 

ie Secretary, Mr. A. Guthrie Stewart, read the 
aun convening the meeting, and Mr. F. H. Parrott, 
F.C.A., of Messrs. Derbyshire & Co., the auditors, 
read the report of his firm. 

The Chairman said : Ladies and Gentlemen,— 
If you will turn to the balance-sheet, on the right- 
hand side under the heading “Assets, less liabilities,” 
you will see that the current assets, comprising cash, 
British Government securities and other invest- 
ments, amounting together to £900,392, plus sundry 
debtors and advance payments, and st in trade, 
total £1,868,404. is an increase of £169,235 on 
last year’s ‘figure. 

From this total have been deducted the current 
liabilities, consisting of sundry creditors and accrued 
charges, provisions for contingencies and taxation, 
provision for the dividend on the Preference stock 
for the half-year to December 31st, 1946, less income- 
tax, and provision for the interirn dividend on the’ 
Ordinary stock, less income-tax, payment of which 
was made on March 29th this year. The total of 
these liabilities and provisions is £912,360. 

The increase this year in the figure for sundry 
creditors and accrued charges is mainly accounted 
for by heavier purchases following expansion of 
production and by amounts owing to Government 
departments for prisoner of war labour. 


EXCESS OF CURRENT ASSETS 

The excess of current assets over current liabilities, 
etc., is £956,044, compared with £1,156,637 in the 
previous year, a reduction of £200. 593. 

Dealing with the fixed assets, you will see that 
there has been added for freehold land purchased 
the sum of £4,700. The addition to the item cottagesy 
sundry buildings, etc., is £12,278, and there has been 
added £190,879 to works buildings, etc., less deduc- 
joe aaat £1, a for sales. The total of the fixed assets

If you oc turn to the left-hand side of the balance- 
sheet you will notice that the capital authorised and 
issued and general reserve remain at the same figures 
as last year. The balance of profit and loss account 
at £114,118 shows an increase of £5,531 over last 
year’s figure, after providing for the dividend on the 
Cumulative Preference stock for 1946 and pay- 
ment on the Ordinary stock of the interim dividend 
of 124 per cent, 


LARGER PROFIT AND DIVIDEND 


With regard to the profit and loss account, the 
profit on trading and income from various sources 
is up by £171,781 at £291,108, and this year does not 
include any dividend from-the subsidiary company. 
As has been stated in the report of the directors, 
again no provision for depreciation has been pro- 
vided, The directors do not recommend the pay- 
mént of any further dividend in respect of the year 
ended December 31st, 1946. 

The outstanding and satisfactory feature of the 
profit and loss account for last year is the fact that 
adequate profits have been earned from trading to 
permit our paying to our stockholders’a dividend 
of 123 per cent. gross, which is 2} per cent. more 
than that declared in the previous year, when to 
pay 10 per cent. we had to transfer £40,000 from 
contingencies account. 


THE STAGE OF CONVALESCENCE 


Stockholders can congratulate themselves that 
their business has entered the stage of convalescence, 
although full recovery has yet to be achieved. The 
story of last year’s struggle is one of persistent 
’ effort in the face of dire difficulties, largely the after- 
math of a prolonged world war ; many of these 
difficulties were of a character which no industrial 
organisation, however powerful, could overcome. 


Nevertheless, we succeeded in more than attaining 
the forecast of production aimed at when I last 
addressed you. 

We hoped, I stated, to produce a full day’s shift 
output by the end of June. 


This was achieved and 








we had the gratification of at last getting out of the 
ne and atte: a margin of profit as production 


mit was further stated by me that our ultimate 
objective was to get full day oe night shifts running 
before the end of the year, but I doubted if this could 
be attained. Thanks, however, to the determined 
efforts of our works managers, of our production 
and engineering staff and to the co-operation of out 
employees we commenced running night shifts by 
the end of September, when the output was brought 
up to some 66 per cent. of capacity. 


NATIONAL SHORTAGE OF BRICKS 


For these results the greatest credit is due to our 
Management and employees, who, despite all difficul- 
‘ties, have brought us along so well in the race to 
restore our efficiency. However, it is the last lap 
that offers the worst obstacles to be overcome and 
such is the scarcity of suitable labour, materials and 
stores for replacements and renewals that it is clear 
we shall have to be favoured with better circum- 
stances than those prevailing to-day if we are, before 
the end of the year, to get our production up to close 
on that of our full productive capacity. This is 
essential to meet the national shortage of bricks. 

Let there be no misunderstanding. It is nothing 
less than full production, based on efficiency, which 
can once again not only fully restore the fortunes of 
our company but enable us to bear, without undue 
burden to our cost of production, the highest standard 
of conditions for our employees. These are our 
objectives, combined with a policy of tower prices 
to the consumer and improved returns to our stock- 
holders. To achieve them, production must be pressed 
up to 100 per cent. of capacity through the regaining 
of the highest efficiency. Thus, as in pre-war years, 
can we once again demonstrate that private enterprise 
can be mindful of and benefit the national interest. 

To protect the future house building programme I 
would remind you that wuen we long foresaw the 
famine in bricks we made and stacked, despite un- 
economic conditions, no fewer than 500 million 
bricks towards the close of the war period. These 


* are now largely absorbed in the building of standard 


brick houses, the demand for which has not been 
diminished by the glamour and variety of prefabricated 
houses, built at a higher cost not fully appreciated 
if amortisation is provided for. I do not criticise 
their construction—desperate needs call for drastic 


measures. 
LABOUR PROBLEM 


It is no exaggeration to state that conditions in 
the past year were fraught with utmost difficulties 
only surpassed by the record inclement weather 
experienced early this year. We were, in March of 
last year, very short of labour. Thanks to the 
Ministry of Works, we were allotted German 
prisoner-of-war labour, a force of which was steadily 
built up, and they still to-day represent 50 per cent. 
of the total. of our employees.. A considerable 
number of these are unskilled an@ lack the will to 
work. Many seek early repatriation and fear their 
chances will be diminished if good work here makes 
them useful. The demand for the repatriation, as 
soon as is practical, of German prisoners is a rightful 
demand. It is just the fortunes of war that have 
landed them here. Their comrades who fought 
against us and were not captured are free. How can 
they be expected to work for a bare pittance and 
give the same result as British workers earning many 
pounds a week and enjoying an incentive to procure 
more production. It is just not reasonable. Fairer 
treatment would have sent ‘them home contented 
and sympathetic to the methods employed by British 
industry, whereas many will return discontented and 
critical. A great opportunity has been lost for these 
men to make known on their return home the spirit 
of British freedom and fair play. 

Our own British labour to-day inclines slowly to 
decrease. Here I would emphasize that the adverse 
comments which have been made upon employment 
conditions in the brick industry generally do not 
apply to this company, which has been among the 
crete in this country in such matters as welfare, 

Olidays with pay, sports arrangements and profit 
sharing and pension schemes.

PRODUCTIVE EFFICIENCY 
The possession of our own extensive i 
resources at this time has been a most valuable asset. 
The strain upon our engineering division has been, 
and continues to be, heavy. Not only is it having to 
grapple with the immediate short-term problem of 
restoring our former productive capacity, but it must 
also fase itself to me he longer renee 1 problem of am

Stoc ders may 7 read recently in the Press 
of the report of a Technical Committee appointed 
by the Minister of Works to consider the iency 
of brick production. Your company’s works ne 
war were perhaps most efficient in the worl 
‘We aim constantly at a higher degree of productive 
efficiency, and a great deal of development work is 
under way. The regular contact w fore the 
war, we maintained with mechanical and research: 
developments in other countries has been sepa 
and visits by members of our technical s have 
already*been made to five other countries. Neither 
the art of brickmaking nor this company can stand 
still and, with this firmly in mind, we are adding to 
~~ technical and research staffs and their equip- 


Similarly our sales organisation has been further 
expanded, not because any sales effort is needed 
at the present time, but so that we may give the best 
possible service to the building trade under present 
and future difficulties. In December we opened a 
northern 
our policy of sales decentralisation under which we 
have already established similar offices at Birming- 
ham and Bristol. 


LIAISON WITH MINISTRY 


In the matter of distribution we have maintained 
close liaison with the Ministry 4 Works and have 
been glad to have its guidance in this difficult period 
when we felt that we were carrying too great a 
responsibility in allocating deliveries. We there- 
fore welcomed the Ministry’ s introduction of a 
building materials priority scheme in April, 1 

Our war-time policy of stacking bricks to the 
limit of works space and of available labour enabled 
us to meet the Ministry’s several requests to make 
large deliveries into areas such as certain of 
Scotland, where serious shortages of bri were. 
hindering the housing programme. Indeed, we were 
the only source to which the Government could turn 
in such an emergency. 

During the year we increased our transport fleet. 
Again, our object has been to render better service. 
It is pleasant to report that we frequently a 
spontaneous letters from other road users 
our drivers for their courtesy on the King’s Savaeen. 

The demand for our hollow blocks has continued 
to increase throughout the year ; the two works 
manufacturing this material were able to keep 
running throughout the war and were, therefore, 
in better condition to meet requirements. These 
are, however, greatly in excess of our output and 
we ate, therefore, in the process of doubling the 
productive capacity of our Clockhouse works.

CURRENT YEAR’S PROSPECTS 


You will expect me to make some forecast as to 
the trading prospects of the current year. The- 
exceptional difficulties of 1946 were nothing com- 
pared with the early grim events of this year, so 
adverse in their consequence. Frost and snow 
isolated many works, flaods stopped production at 
our largest claypit at Stewartby and these phenomenal 
difficulties were enhanced by shortage of fuel to keep 
our kilns running. Our only hope of recovery is 
to be favoured with helpful conditions from now 


good the earlier losses sustained. 

If conditions improve and our present production 
again increases satisfactorily, then our trading 
results may penis eee those secured last 
year. But it must borne in mind we are, unfor- 
tunately, faced with a grave shortage of labour due 
to the repatriation of German prisoners,“this at a 
time when British labour is so scarce. These adverse 
factors militate against the obtaining of efficiency, 
as does the delay in procuring plant for maintenance 
and contemplated’ extensions. 

Please realise I cannot to-day forecast trading 
profits equal to those earned Jast year, but I can 
assure you no effort will be spared-to procure them 
and to restore the fortunes of your company, which, 
thanks to its sound financial structure, has success- 
fully weathered the storms of war and will once again 





establish its pre-eminent position in peace.

PINCHIN, 
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T. LAWRENCE JEWRY, of Gresham Street, was 
one of the earliest city churches to be rebuilt by 
Wren after the great fire of London. Its first stone was 
laid in 1671. An interesting feature was its weathervane, 
shown on the small sketch, which commemorated the 
martyrdom of St. Lawrence. 
Unfortunately, this fine old church suffered severely 
during the Luftwaffe’s attacks on London. Today, as 
the small photograph shows, only the outer walls and 
tower remain. ‘The steeple, with its famous weather- 
vane, was destroyed in the raid of December 29th; 1940. 
The pencil sketch reproduced above is one of twelve 
especially drawn for Pinchin, Johnson by ‘W. James, the 
well-known artist, before the 1939-45 war. In view of 
the deplorable damage sustained by London’s historical 
churches, we reproduce these sketches for the interest 
of Architects, Builders and Decorators.
